Y Brethren and Fellow-Creatures, think it not ſtrange 
that I write unto you after this manner as following : 


For you may read how that falſe Do@rines were prea- 
ched in the Apoſtles days by the heaps of Teachers among 
the Brethren, and alſo how many thouſands of Fews there were which 
had believed, and yet were all zealous for Circumciſion, and the Law 
of Moſes, the which things by the Death of Chriſt were all ended. 
For Antichriſt had entred their Heaps of Teachers, and the Brethren 
were deceived by them and poor Paul's Doctrine, that he had prea- 
ched by the Elders and Brethren at feruſalem could not be owned 
for he had preached down outward Circumciftion, and alſo the Law 
- of Moſes, Acts 21, Yea, and Paxl himſelf by following the Coun- 
* ſelof the Elders was ſubtilly betrayed, by going into the Temple to 
purify himſelf for he thereby did weaken his own Teſtimony, and 
alſo ſtrengthned the many thouſznds in their following Moſes Laws, 
and the Cuſtoms which were all ended, AG&s 21. from verſ; 20, to 
the 254th. For now the Teachers in thoſe days had taught the Bre- 
thren, that except they were circumciſed, and kept the Law of Moles, they 
could not be ſaved, Acts 15, And thoſe DoArines being embraced, the 
People were deceived, and alſo they of Galatia 'vere bcwitched, and 
thoſe of Aſia were all turued from the Truth that formerly they had 
A reccived 
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as to the Work of the Miniſtry wherein he had laboured fourteen years. 
And all was by falſe Dod&rines, preached by them who ſtood to up- 
hokd Circurecitipry,and the Law of Moſes, And alſo Pani the Aged 
was judged by ther of the Circumcition, that he had not walked or- 
derly, and according to the Law of. Moſes,. becauſe he had preached 
down Circumciſion, and alſo the outward Law ; for now they of the 
Circumciſion had preached up*thofe things which Paxl had preached 
down, and by the Death of the vittble Man Chriſt, the Son of God, 
Were all ended, Therefore it. was no marvel, that Par} wrote to 
the Brethren, and told them, that\'Satan was transformed inchis Mi. 
niſters, and that Satan had alſo transformed himſelf into an Angel of 
Light. Therefore, you Elders, and you that arc Teachers of others, 
do but look back a little, and confider how Antichriſt had entred the 
Elders at Feruſalem, and how by their falſe Doftrines.the People were 


— deccived, And it is-as. greatly to be feared, that he hath alſo entred 


thoſe that are called Elders in Loxdon, and elſewhere 3 who call them- 
{elves Judges and Counſellors, wiſe Mcn and Prophets, Fathers, and 
Sons of God. Yea, I do not only fear the thing, as concerning An- 
tichrilt being entred in amongſt them 3 but I do alſo believe it, and 
this I cav prove by ſeveral falſe DoQtines, that are both written, paigt- 
ed, and alſo preached by you. 
The fitt falſe DoQtrine that IT ſhall mention was written to. me in a 
Paper, figned with fix Names, and given to me 
Preachers, Foh». that I ſhould ſign it alſo, the which I refuſed to 
Curler, Will. Weich, go. The Writing was- concerning the Effect of 
Purge $. the Death of Chritt, the DoQrine as followeth, the 
_ Cooper, Fohn Words are theſe, to wit, That by Chriſt all that be- 
Corawel, lieve are juſtified from all things, from which they 
| could not be. juſtified by the Law of Moſes, As 13. 
39. Now this was true Doctrine, as preached by Paxl in thoſe days 
to. them that were under outward Circumciſion and Myſes's Law 3 but 
falſe Do&rine held forth by you Gentiles, to the Gentiles who never 
came under outward Circumcifion 3 Firlt, becauſe we were never un- 
der Meſes*'s Law, nor yet Circumciſion : Secondly, therefore cannot 
expet to be juſtified by the Law : Thirdly, nor yet juſtified from the 
Law by the Death of Chriſt, becauſe that we Gentiles were never 
under Moſes*'s Law, not yet had any Command for the obſerving of it. 
The ſecond falſe Dotrine, by you preached, and alfo printed, is, 
That the Seed, Spirit, Word, or God, is both in Priſon, Bondage, and 
Captivity in the Sons aud Daughters of Men.

Again you ſay, That the Bleſſing is to the 
Seed,and that the Seed batrhRightt0 inherit theBleſſin : But now the Seed, 
that is tbe Spirit, Word, or God 5 and God is everlaſtingly bappy and 
bleſſed in himſelf, without eitber beginning of Days, '&r end of Life 3 and 
the Bleſſing 4s in the Seed, axd ſo from the Seed to both Mygn and Woman, 
as they come to be born of the Seed, Spirit, Light, or the Word, which 
is but one... wank” £0 fl ; 

- Now I asked William Marret at a publick Meeting at Sudbury, the 
"18th day of the firſt Month, What Seed was that in Manthat wanted 

And. he. told me in plain Words, 3 was Chriſt; the 
hich Dofrine I openly declared againſt, as being Blaſphemy, and 
ſhall ſtand to maintain it. ' And. upon the laſt Day of the'tirſt Month, 
1678, I asked Forathan Bundeck ina publick Meeting, What Eye was 
that in us that was to be opened,that muſt give us a diſcerning? And he 
gave me no Anſwer, but. cried Chef, Chaff, and Taid I was blind : 
or in his Declaration he had exhorted the Quakers to' wiit to feel that 
Eye opened in them, that ſhould give them a diſcerving : But I dects+ 
red againſt him, and ſaid that it was the only Spirit of 'God 'in Man, 


that was able to give Man a diſcerning Eye ; the which Spirir or 
Eye was never piped hherefore never. needed tobe opened,

But it may be you will ſay among your ſelves, That if we ſhould 
declare our Judgments plainly as to theſe Dorines, that will not tend 
to the gathering of People from the Prieſts,and the reſt of the Profefions 3 
nov more did Pat's preaching down Circumciſion, and the Law of Mos- 
ſer, tend to the gathering of the Fews 3 but yet he preached Chriſt the 


Son of God to be the End of the Law and Diſp:nſations. And others of 


the Teachers preached up the Law Ceremonial, and Circumcition (till to 
remain. And thus Antichriſt entred the Elders, and thoſe Heaps of 
Teachers, and Satan was transformed in them. And the Jews that 
had believed, by their Teachers were bewitched 3 for they preached 
up the Law and Circumcition among thoſe which had believed, and 
told them, that except they were circumciſed, they could not be ſaved 
but now they ſhould have preached up Chriſt's viſible Appearance, 
both the End of the Law and vilible Diſpenſations, as Part the Aged 


had done. And you, my Brethren, alſo ought to have-preached up

[Fg H . .—-- For my Friends, there is as.great a Neceſlity of preaching up Salva- 
' tion to us Gentiles by God's inviſible Appearance, who is aSpirits and 
alſo his Spirit to be the End of all Men's Inventions, Imitations, Tra- 
ditions, and Satan's Transformations3 and that his Appearance in 
our Days among us Gentiles, is for the overturning of them ; even as 
the Apoſtle Pars preaching up of Chriſt's viſible Appearance, the Son 
of God in his Days, to be the End of Circumciſion, Moſes's Law, and 
the Diſperſations in thoſe Days. For there was as vaſt a Difference 
betwixt their Miniftry and Declaration in thoſe days, as there was or 
is betwixt Light and Darkneſs 3- which I do believe was one great 
Cauſe of Paws writing the Epiſtles to the Brethren, For Panbiwrote 
to the Romazxs, and told-them, that was not Circumciſion that was 
outward inthe Fleſh.

Litions, Fobn (aid, That the Lamb bath redeemed us out of ev'ry Nation, 
and hath made us Kings and Prieſts unto God. Now, my Friends, con- 
fider whether the word | w] doth include all the Gentiles upon the 
Face of the whole Earth, or only the Jews, and alſo thoſe Gentiles who 
were under the Jewiſh Diſperſations : becauſe *cis written, That God in 
the fulneſs of time ſent forth bis Son,made of a Woman,made under the Law, 
zo redeem thoſe that were under the Law. Under which Jewiſh Law & Diſ- 


penſations WE that arc now Gentiles neycr came ; for the outward Law 
Was 


was only a School maſter to thoſe Jews and Gentiles that were under 
Cireumcifion, and it did lead them, or teſtify of Chriſt's viſible Appea- 
rance to them, who was the End of it; but it never was a School- 
maſter unto-us Gentiles, for to lead us unto Chriſt's vifible Appearance, 
who was the Son of God, becauſe that we Gentiles never came under 
it, But he was the End of the. Law to thoſe that were under the 
Law, and did expect Righteouſneſs by their fulfilling the Works of 
the Law, and alſo Juſtitication by their obſerving of it.

- dren of our Father which is God. For it was the Spirit of God in the 
Days of old that did beget the Sons of God, and it was the ſame Spi- 
rit that did beget the only begotten Son of God and it is a Meaſure 
of the ſame Spirit in our days, that makes Sons and Children of God 
as they come to be begotten and born of the Spirit of God that is in 
them, the which both was and is the Spirit of Regeneration : for the

" Chriſt told the Jews, was before Abraham was. And this was not 
Chriſt's vifible Body, but it was the Godhead that dwelt in that Bo- 
dy, for which the Body was prepared 3 for Chriſt ſaid, My Fathers 
greater than I. And this was God who did beget the Son, and was 
the Fathcr of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and who both was and is a Spi-. 
rit; Heis.in all, and over all, and above all that is in the Sons and 
Daughters of Men, God in himſelf for ever bleſſed, Amen. Now 
- Chriſt as he was God never died, and as he was God he was the Savi- 
our and the Salvation of the Ends of the Earth, and fo the Salvation 
of the Ends of the Earth never dicd. 

But now the Queſtion is, \J/hether we muſt come to God the F ather firſt, 
who both was and is a Spirit ? or whether we Gentiles muſt come to know

God. But doaftirm it, and do alſo prove it, that all muſt come to 
God, who is a Spirit, firſt. For Chriſt ſaid that God is a Spirit, and 
faid alſo, All that bave learned of the Father come wnto me. And a- 
ain he faid, that no Man cometh unto me, except the Father draws bins. 
And Chriſt (aid to his Diſciples, Te believe in God, believe alſo in me, 
And it was the Father that revealed it to Peter, that Chriſt was the Son 
of the Living God 3 and it was God that revealed the Son to Paxd 5 
and the Gentiles were turned to God, Ads 15. Wherefore it is God's 
3 Spiritual Appearance that is co be preached up amongſt us Gentiles in 
theſe our Days,from which Spirit we mult cxpe& Lite and Salvation 3 
for there is no other God, Voice, or Spirit, for us Gentiles to hear 
or receive Salvation from, but the ſame that ſpake to Adam in the cool 
of the Day , and alſo the ſame God that came to King Abimelech in 
a Dream, Gex-.20. Andalſo that. Voice that ſpake to Iſrael at Mount 
Horeb, Deut. 4. Andalſo the (amt Voice that fpake to Elijeb, 1 Kin.19. 
And alſo that Iſaiah ſpeaks of in' Iſa. 30. Or that Voice that ſpoke to 
the Son of God, and ſaid, This is my beloved Son, Mat. 3. Or that 
Spirit that Chriſt told the Woman of $amaria of, or that Spirit which _ 
Jobz exhorted theſeven Churches of Afia to hear 3 the fulneſs of which 
' B. Spirit dwelt in che Son. But now you exhort People to come tothe /7/ 
Son of God for Life, Juſtification, and Salvation, who died at Jery- 
ſalem: But I do believe that we Gentiles muſt receive Salvation from 
that Spirit that never died, a Meaſure of which is given to all the Sons 
and Daughters of Adam in the Fall, for them to profit withal, 
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My Brethren, your viſible Church-Goveroment is altogether An- A - 
tichriſtian, becauſe that every Member of the Church in God is to be 
both ruled and governed by the meaſure of God's Spirit that is in them. 
And it is none of George Fox's, nor yet the eleven Elders Inventions, 
that is to be a Rule for the Quakers to walk by. 
Friends, There was never any outward Separation or Congregati- 
on in and among the Gentiles, that hath been gathered ja this Night 
of Apoſtacy : but in time they have been led into the Apoftacy, both as 
to Error in DoQrine,Principle,and Practices, by Antichriſt ſpeaking in 
their Miniſters, Leaders and Teachers. For every viſible gathering Bo- /77 - 
dy or Church is ſpiritually dead, until they be joyned to the Spirit of 
Life in their own Particulars, and fo united to God who 1s inviſible.

Now no Man can ci- 
ther receive the Truth, nor yet worſhip the Spirit by Imitation or 
Tradition 3 but the Soul and Urderſtanding of Man muſt receive. the 
Spirit of God, by revelation from God, before it can truly worſhip 
God ; for God requires that both Man and Woman, Soul, Body and 
Underſtanding, ſhould: worſhip him only, and not the Words, nor 
yet the Form; for God ſaith, My Sor give me thy Heart. For it is the 
work of God's Spirit to lead Souls from reverencing and worſhipping 
the Form without, to reverence and obey his Spirit within them, and
